The 
lower section is driven into the ground 
where it is thoroughly anchored against 
the wind by a eros-i bar. The upper sec- 
tion, bearing the wire locks, is fastened 
to the ground part by bolts. There is no 
doubt that Mr. Robertson's patent is a 
first-class one and fully meets a want 
loog felt by those who use fences.
